Mr. Marshall follows a 
three-year rotation—corn, oats and 
clover. Occasionally on a good field 
he follows oats with a wheat and then 
seeds down. 

Several side crops are grown. Of 
these are two acres of mangels, al- 
ways an immense crop. Two acres are 
planted in potatoes, the average yield 
of tubers having been 200 bushels per 
acre for the past ten years. Oats and 
peas are sown in the orchard with 
hoed crops in short rotation; strawber 
ries and early peas in young peach 
orchard of 100 trees. 


Success with Alfalfa. 


Mr. Marshall has had an interesting 
experience in growing alfalfa. ‘‘ After 
two failures,’’ he says, ‘‘by inoculat- 
ing the soil and sowing lime, I sue- 
ceeded in getting a fine stand on four 
acres, cutting about four tons to the 
acre for the season’s yield. Last year 
I prepared nine acres, expending much 
labor to obtain a perfect seeding. I 
am convineed that I can obtain large 
returns with proper inoculation and 
lime. My method of sowing alfalfa is 
to plow early, preferably on a field 
from which corn or potatoes have been 
taken, to insure freedom from weeds. 
If the season is dry, disk often to get 
a firm bed; if wet, the rain will pack

it somewhat. About a week before 
seeding sow one ton of lime per acre, 
depending on the acid condition of the 
soil to determine the amount of lime. 
I believe most of the New York state 
land is sour; lime will not hurt it. For 
inoculat'on I obtained four saeks_ of 
earth from a field on the Cornell uni- 
versity farm, sowed it broadeast on 
my four acres and the land responded 
imemdiately. The next year a neigh 
bor used several bags of soil from my 
field and obtained a fine yield the first 
season. With a grass seeder I sowed, 
about June Ist, twenty-five pounds of 
seed per acre. I drag lightly with 
drag teeth set back and roll. When 
the crop is well up and thrifty, near 
to blossoming time, I cut with knives 
set high to kill weeds; but try not to 
have many weeds. Watch your field: 
don’t cut but once unless the crop is 
very heavy, just clip it. Expect noth 
ing the first year; be thankful if you 
get a stand. If you do it will repay 
you for all your care. 

“If the dairymen in New York state 
can succeed in growing alfalfa their 
profits will inerease two-fold. Given 
mangels, alfalfa and a New York state 
farm, and if a man ¢an not Tun a 
profitable dairy something else be 
sides the land needs inoculation.’’

A SPLENDID KANSAS COW. 


Leda Hartog Twisk 6th’s Queen 
69468 is a Holstein cow that has made 
a remarkable record upon a Kansas 
farm owned by F. J. Searle. Last year 
she gave very nearly 12,000 pounds of 
milk and had only a six weeks’ rest 
before freshening upon October 23d. 
During the month of November © she 
made a record of 17.58 pounds of but- 


ter in 7 days. 


During the month of 


19 


December she gave a mueh better flow 
of milk and would have made a better 
record. From November Ist until May 
Ist—six months—she produced 9,504 
pounds of milk and is still giving at the 
rate of 45 pounds a day. Barring acei- 
dent she will produce 15,000 pounds ths 
year. This has been done with just 
good, comemn eare. No silage or roots 
were used in her ration during the win 
ter. It was balanced with corn meal 
bran, oil meal, alfalfa hay and eut 
corn fodder. She is now upon good 
blue grass pasture and -receives about 
eight pounds of corn meal and shorts 
per day. Speaking of th’s cow, Mr. 
Searle savs: 

*fOn such feed oan average of 52 
pounes of milk a day for six months 
with 1,754 pounds for the month of 
December is excellent. There are 


n the herd that I believe wll 


others 
eclipse her although she is the best 
cow that is giving milk now. I have 
four junior two year-olds that made 
creditable records in January. Every 
one of them has given as much as 50 
pounds a day. I feel justified ‘n mak- 
ing the asesrtion that my herd is hard 


to beat for good breeding and high 


producers. It is strictly a working 
herd, no special care being given to get 


the highest A. R. O. records, yet they 
do make a creditable showing just the

The name ‘‘Holstein’’ is manifestly 
a misnomer.

A Contrast. we present a few 


figures taken from 
the report of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America in contrast with 
similar items taken from the report of 
the A. J. C. C. If we would make a 
correct estimate of the speed at which 
an object is moving it is necessary to 
line it up with something that is stand- 
ing practically still. The A. J. C. C. 
serves our purposes nicely. 

To begin with we note that the A. J. 
C. C. has a total of 431 members, eight- 
een deaths having occurred during the 
year and 17 new members having 
joined. The MHolstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America now totals 2,400 mem- 
bers, 25 having died during the year 
and 466 members having joined. Dur- 
ing the year the A. J. C. C. registered 
15,107 animals and transferred 16,991. 
The Holstein-Friesian Aassociation of 
America registered 19,591 animals 
and transferred 22,680. 

During the year the A. J. C. C. ac- 
cepted a total of 278 tests, 162 being 
private tests. This leaves only 116 
which can be considered authentic. The 
H.-F. Association, on the other hand 
conducted authenticated fat tests for 
a grand total of 2,410 cows, several of 
whch produced world records. 


Financially the A. J. C. C. shows a 
capital of $58,109.65, an inerease of 


$8,396.61, while the H.-F. Association 


shaws a capital of $88,189.21, an in 
erease of $17,739.43. This line-up and 
contrast would seem to indicate that 
The Holstein-Friesian Assoe‘ation of 
America and the breed it represents, 
s ‘‘going some.’’

AT RIVERSIDE.

From the time the first acre was pur- 
chased by Mr. Richardson of what is 
now ‘‘Riverside Farm,’’ some 40 years 
ago. we aimed to farm well and to add 
to the fertility of the farm.

About this time we started to weigh 
and test each cow’s milk, at least once 
a week, We found that a number of 


cows were making good returns. others 
were kept at a loss. This was a serious 
state of affairs, as in the meantime 
more land had been purchased, and a 
mortgage now stood against the farm. 
For several years at the end of each 12 
months it was a fact that the farm had 
barely paid expenses and interest on in- 
vestments. Under these conditions we 
were forced to make a change. The 
dairy end of the business had been pay- 
ing most so we decided to place a dairy 
sire at the head of our herd. We found 
that we must specialize in our business. 
We noticed that almost all other suc- 
cessful commercial enterprises were 
some special line, and con- 
cluded it was time we cut out the un- 
profitable part of our farming opera- 
tions. 

We_ selected the Holstein because 
she was the largest of the dairy pnreeds, 
strong in constitution, abie to consume 
large quantities of cheap feed, and she 
responded at the pail.

We selected one of the best pure-bred 
Holstein sires that we could purchase,

About this time we had a sale of 12 
head of grade Holsteins, that in the 
season had produced from 8,000 to 10.- 
000 Ibs. of milk. At this sale these 
grade Holstein cows sold at an aver- 
age of over $10 each more per head 
than what other grade cows were sell 
ing for in our neighborhood. This was 
a surprise to many. who thought we 
were foolish in going into Holsteins.

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INTERCCMMUNICATION OF THE 
TUBERCULE BACILLUS. 


The following is taken from Cireu- 
lar No, 128, published by the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, University of 
Illinois, which is an abstract of the pro- 
ceedings of the conference on animal 
tuberculosis at the university, Oct. 15, 
1908: 

The three best known types of tu- 
bereulosis—bovine, avian and human— 
are more or less distinct, and infection 
proceeds most readily within the spe- 
cies. There is good evidence upon this 
point. In the Island of Jersey, for ex 
ample, bovine tuberculosis is almost 
unknown, though human tuberculosis is 
common. Again, cattle inoculated with

On the other hand, there is the best 
of evdence that these more or less dis- 
tinet types de eross over under favor- 
able conditions, The evidence on this 
point is as follows: first, the bovine 
type has been repeatedly found in man; 
second, human tuberculosis can be 
transmitted to cattle by inoculation 
though it produces a very weak form 
of the disease with very local disturb- 
ances. unless, according to Dr. Bang, 
the type transmitted from the human 
was originally the bovine form, iu 
which case the inoculation is followed 
by more serious results. 

The avian tuberculosis is a very 
marked variety, so marked that poultry 
may ordinarily be fed human sputum 
or large proportions of tuberculous 
matter of cattle without contracting tu- 
berculosis.

modifying the tubercle bacilli of mam- 
mals by their passage through poultry 
as to cause them to behave like the 
avian form, but he also succeeded in 
transmitting avian tuberculosis in the 
fatal form to young goats, calves, and 
colts by inoculation from poultry, 
though the inoculation failed utterly 
in mature horses, one of which was the 
dam of the foal which died in fifty-five 
days after inoculation. 

All experiments indicate that the 
young are especially susceptible to this 
disease and it is in the young that the 
different types may be crossed over, all 
of which indicates the very great care 
which should be exercised in providing 
milk for infants, calves and pigs.

SILAGE IMPROVES BUTTER. 


A report from the Indiana Experi 
ment Station says that the entries of 
hutter in the January butter scoring 
contest were of poor quality. ‘‘This 
Was due, in a measure, to the hard 
fats in the butter-fat, caused by the

if this time of the year The feeding 
vf succulent roughage such as ensilage 
with other concentrates will tend to 
reduce this hardness of fat.’’

and again that silage made poor milk. 
This came from people who were not 
posted and who are not authorized in 
any sense to speak upon the subject. 
The actual facts of the case are that 
silage does not flavor the milk in the 
least and has never been known, when 
properly handled, to give it an unde- 
sirable taint or odor. 


On the other hand, when an institu- 
tion like the Experiment Station of 
Indiana comes out and says that the 
quality of winter butter would be much 
improved if the cattle were given this 
kind of feed, it looks like another vie- 
tory for the silo. There is _practie- 
ally nothing to be said against the silo, 
but we are finding new things in favor 
of it every day.—Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer.

States gold per pound; beef from 1% 
to 22 cents per pound; chickens from 
GO to 75 cents each; potatoes fron 7) 
to 90 cents per bushel; alfalfa hay 
from $8.80 to $11.20 per ton; and other 
things in proportion. 

A large proportion of the best farm 
lands are owned by wealthy men or 
corporations who lease small tracts to 
the small farmer. He tills it largely 
in the old way, which means that the 
plowing is done with a plow made of 
a crotch of a tree with a sort of a stee! 
plowshare fastened to it by a country 
blacksmith, and drawn by one or more 
yoke of oxen. 

‘‘The farming conditions, however, 
are gradually improving, and it will 
pay to push the sale of American dairy 
and farm machinery.
